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NEVADA DEMOCRATS. 
Proceeding* of the State Convention at 
Reno Yesterday. 
R eno (Nev ), September 12th.—The Dem­ 
ocratic State Convention met this morning. 
The reports of the various committees were 
adopted without discussion, except that of 
the Committee on Platform. An effort 
was made to have the clause demanding a 
constitu'ional convention stricken out, but 
it did not prevail. 
The platform favors enforcing economy 
in State affairs, destroying monopolies and 
trusts, and fostering the industries of the 
State, and developing its resources. The 
platform declares it the duty of Congress to 
pass a law perpetually excluding Chinese 
from the United States; declares for the 
free coinage of silver to be a legal tender 
equally with gold. 
The platform makes an exhaustive ar­ 
raignment of the national Republican 
party, and also declares that the Republi­ 
can party has had control of the State of 
Nevada ever since its admission, and is 
therefore responsible for whatever evil has 
resulted in the conduct of public officers. 
On this subject the platform says, in part, 
that the Republican party of this State 
began its career of dishonor and ruin in 
1864, when our wealth and population 
were more than double what they are to­ 
day, and when we had reason to hope that 
Nevada would become one of the grandest, 
richest and most prosperous of the great 
sisterhood of States. Our hopes have been 
blasted and overthrown. 
In the interest of office-seekers, the Re­ 
publican party of Nevada has created un­ 
necessary offices and established extrava­ 
gant fees and unprecedented salaries. It 
has enacted laws and instituted a system of 
business which enriched and populated the 
State of California at the expeuse of ¡he 
8tate of Nevada. Of the hundreds of cor­ 
porations owning mines and mining upon 
the great Comstock lode, but one is a 
Nevada corporation. The rest are non- 
lssidents. Of a thousand million dollars 
taken out of the mines, not ten millions 
remain in the State. The business of every 
profitable industry is monopolized and 
plundered until nothing is left to our peo­ 
ple but a wretched pittance called the wages 
of labor. Tbe State is literally the spoil of 
the monopolist. 
The public lands, which should have 
been sold in small holdings to settlers, have 
been contracted by speculators and cattle 
kings. 
Our population, which was 80,000 in 
1864. and which sbonld have been 600,000 
by now, has decreased to 40,000, and our 
taxable wealth, which should be a thou­ 
sand million dollars, is less than twenty 
million dollars. 
Taxes have increased until in many 
E 
lacee property is valueless. Immigration 
as ceased and the State is being depopu­ 
lated. It has so often imported candidates 
for office into the State,"so often exposed 
the great office of Senator for sale, so often 
corrupted the ballot-box, that we have 
been stigmatized as tbe “Rotten Borough,” 
aad have become a byword and reproach 
and stench in the nostrils of the English 
speaking neotde. 
Tbe following candidates were nomi­ 
nated this afternoon by acclamation: For 
Governor, The ’dure Winters; Lieutenant- 
Governor. R Sadler; District Judges, A. L. 
Fitzgerald, J A. Dorsey, M. S Bonuifreu 
and W. L. Knox; Secretary of State.

The Convention adjourned till this even­ 
ing.At the evening sess.on Hon. G. W. Cas­ 
sidy of Eureka was nominated for Con­ 
gress; J. H. McMillan of Humboldt, Su­ 
preme Judg»-; < liarles May of Esmeralda. 
Controller; N. H. A. Mason of Lyon, State

RE-APPORTIONM ENT BILL. 
It Provides for Boards to Subdivide the 
States Into D istricts. 
W ashington, September 12th.—Burton, 
of Ohio, to-day introduced in tbe House a 
bill to regulate the division of States into 
Congressional districts. The bill provides 
that within twelve months after the passage 
of the Apportionment Act the States shall 
be divided into Congressional districts by a 
Districting Board in each State, composed 
of fonr resident members, two of each po­ 
litical party, to be appointed by the Gov­ 
ernor. 
The districts are to consist of contiguous 
territory, aud no district to have more than 
one member. A district is not to be di­ 
vided unless its population exceeds by one- 
tenth the number necessary to entitle it to 
representation, except in States electing 
Representatives by towns, and no district 
is to contain mi.re than one twentieth 
more or less inhabitants than the nuntbtr 
recessary to entitle it to representation. 
The districts are to be composed of com­ 
pact territory, bounded as nearly as may be 
by a civil subdivision or natural bound­ 
aries. 
There is to be a National Board of five 
members, four politically dividid, and the 
other a Judge of the Supreme, District or 
Circuit United States Courts, appointed by 
the President and confirmed by the Senate, 
to act in case of a failure to act or a dis­ 
agreement of tbe State Boards. 
The districts made by these Boards are 
to remain intact until the next census ap­ 
portionment.

TH E FINANCIAL SITUATION. 
M easures Adopted by the G overnm ent to 
Relieve the Money M arket. 
W ashinqton, September 12tb.—General 
Nettleton. Assistant Secretary of the Treas 
ury, iu response to inquiries by a reporter 
of tbe Associated Press, to-night, made tbe 
following statement: The Treasury De­ 
partment to day, in addition to the regular 
disbursements, which were unusually 
heavy, paid ont $2 348 084 on account of 
bond purchases and advance interest. The 
four-per-cents pun based to day were 
accepted at $125. This is the first consid­ 
erable purchase ot four-per-cents for some 
time, and the price paid :s one cent above 
that heretofore paid under the circular of 
July 19:b. It is thought there may bean 
impression among hoi lers of fonr per cent, 
bonds that theGoverunteut has withdrawn 
front the market for four-per-cents. This 
is not a (act, as the treasury is ready to 
take a considerable amount of fours, if 
they are to be had. 
Inquiry instituted yesterday by the Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury developed the fact 
that the total balance of duties due on all 
imported merchandise in bond at the port 
of New York, on September 1st, was only 
$175 .00,000. Only a moderate portion of 
these goods will be subject to tbe increased 
duty under the schedule in the new tariff 
bill’ These facts would seem to indicate 
that the aoxiety based on this ieature of 
the situation is largely without foundation. 
To further measures' of relief, in so far as 
the existing stringency, which can rea­ 
sonably be said to oe due to the inevitable 
laws governing the collection and disburse­ 
ment of Government revenues, the Treas­ 
ury Department will not hesitate to apply 
such efiective remedies as the law parmits 
and the situation requires. 
The Secretary of the Treasnrv, on his 
return to Washington from New England, 
will be in New York to-morrow, and will 
adopt such course as shall seem to him 
timely and bsst calculated to meet the diffi­ 
culty as it exists. One of tbe minor meas­ 
ures of relief for the market that may be 
adopted by the Treasurer, will be the pay­ 
ment in advance of a year's interest on 
$65,000.000 of Government bonds known 
as currency-aixes.

As the bill itself 
had not been reached, the committee held 
that no formal conclusions could be noted 
and the proceedings wereentiiely confined 
to a general discussion and practical agree­ 
ment that the amendments should be con­ 
s dered by the committee, instead of ac­ 
ceding at once to the request of the Senate 
for a conference. There is a pronounced 
disposition on both the Republican and 
Democratic sides to hasten action in the 
committee as much as possible. 
Some Democratic members say that if

THE KILLING OF BARRUNDIA. 
An Eye-W itness Pictures the Scenes on 
B oard the Acapulco. 
N ew Y ork, September 12th.—The Pacific 
Mail steamship Colon, which reached here 
to day, brought sumeof the passengers who 
were on board the steamship Acapulco at 
the time of the killing of General Barrun- 
dia. One of the eye-witnesses of the trag­ 
edy told the story to the Associated Press. 
It appears that General Barrundia came 
on board al Acapulco, Mexico. He was 
understood to be on his way to San Salva­ 
dor. He was attended by two bodyguards. 
When tne ship arrived at Chantperico, 
Guatemala, tbe authorities there demanded 
that Barrundia be surrendered. Captain 
Pitts peremptorily refused to do so. They 
withheld his clearance papers for twenty- 
four hours, but finally allowed him to pro­ 
ceed.When the vessel arrived at San Jose two 
boat loads of soldiers were sent off from 
shore to see that none without proper cre­ 
dentials should leave the vessel. Withiu 
a pistol shot of her were two United States 
gunboats. Captain Pitts bad telegraphed 
their commanding officer from Champerico 
requesting assistance, but the dispatch had 
not been delivered. Now he made a per­ 
sonal appeal for help. The response was 
that he could do nothing without an order 
from the Port Captain. 
The next day the ship was again invaded 
by the Commandante with a special force 
of men and another boat-load of soldiers. 
The Guatemalan Commandante produced 
an “order of arrest” signed by the Ameri­ 
can Minister, Mizner, and made a format 
demand for the delivery of Barrundia. 
Then he directed all the cabin passengers 
to be ordered below. 
When this order was executed, the entire 
force proceeded to Barruudia’s room. Cap­ 
tain Pitts with them. When the room was 
reached Captain Pitts, after deprecating the 
necessity of surrendering his pusseuger, 
read the order for his arrest. Barrundia 
had quietly met them at tbe door, but at 
once, divining that all was over, reached 
into his room for a revolver, and making 
the remark “Very good," fired. The ball 
just missed Captain Pitts, who, together 
with the Guatemalan Commandante, ran to 
his room, locked tbe door and hid under 
the bed, leaving the man-bunting to the 
special officers. 
Barrundia was a short-sighted man, and 
being very nervous, was UDable to do any 
damage, though he chased the men out 
into tne saloon, firing wildly. At last they 
dropped him, riddled with shot, on the 
hurricane deck. Tbebrave Commandante 
thereupon came from bis hiding-place, 
walked up to tbe dead man and fired a 
bullet into bis skull. 
Tbe dead body was rolled np in a piece 
of canvas and conveyed on shore in one of 
the boats. Tbe other boat, conveying the 
gallant perpetrators of the deed, with re­ 
volvers openly displayed, made a detour 
around by the United States war-sbip. As 
they left the Acapulco some smilingly 
waved their haDds. and one placed his 
thumb to bis nose and extended his fingers 
in a well-known manner. 
“Still the incident was not over,” said 
the gentleman, who told the foregoing. 
"The Guatemalans had to wipe their feet a 
little more on the suffering ship, and she 
was not allowed to proceed until tbe bag­ 
gage belonging to Barrundia was searched, 
presumably for evidence in criminatiug 
others. This was submitted to, the Ameri­ 
can gunboats, still silent, not 100 yards 
away. Indeed, at the lime of the tragedy 
an officer from one of them was on board 
the Acapulco. The Americans on board 
were full of indignation and shame at the 
whole affair. 
“Captain Pitts was generally held partly 
excnlpable for his action, seeing that he 
had applied in vain to the warship for as­ 
sistance, and was confronted with an 
order from the American Minister. The 
passengers condemned tbe action of the 
men-of-war, for they maintain that in any 
event they might have taken charge of 
Barrundia until some definite expression 
of will had come from Washington. They 
also condemn the ac'ion of Minister Mizner, 
who, they thought, bad do right to sign tbe 
man’s death warrant (for they submit that 
at the time he did it he knew it amounted 
to that).”AN INVESTIGATION ASKED. 
W ashington. September 12th.—In the 
House to-morrow Governor McCreary of 
Kentucky will offer the following resolution: 
Resolved, That the lulling ot General Barrun- 
diu on the steamer Acapulco by authorities of 
Guatemala, while on board au American ship,

TROUBLE IN SW ITZERLAND.

Bellinzona Liberals occupy tbe town sfa- 
tioDS on the St. Gothard Railroad. A 
counter revolt is feared. 


Reciprocity League. 
T o r o n t o , September 12th.—John Hal-

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U n til of late years the action of land plas­ 
ter on th e m anure heap in arresting th e 
escape of am m onia was not well under­ 
stood. 
Professor 
lle n rv Leffm ann 
was 
among th e first to ex p lain th e process, and 
his results showed th at several chem ical 
changes resulted before th e union of the 
plaster and am m onia occurred. 
In fact, 
th e plaster itself undergoes decom position, 
being sulphate of lim e (sulphuric acid and 
lim e.) 
T he gaseous am m onia m ust first be 
united w ith an acid, becoming a salt, such 
as carbonate of am m onia, and as th e plas­ 
ter is also salt, th e two salts on com ing in 
contact compel a change, th e result being 
th a t the carbonic acid leaves th e am m onia 
and goes over 10 th e lim e, w hile th e sul­ 
ph u ric acid of the plaster unites w ith th e 
am m onia, the results being th e form ation 
of carbonate of lim e and sulphate of am ­ 
m onia. 
P laster, how ever, largely absorbs gases 
of all kinds, and has repeatedly arrested 
th e escape of am m onia in th a t m anner. It 
also absorbs m oisture, and w here it has 
been used as a fertilizer in th e hills for 
corn, the stalks th a t have been fertilized 
w ith it w ill show a m uch deeper color th an 
w ill th e stalks from w hich plaster has 
been om itted from th e hills, as it no doubt 
also absorbs am m onia from th e atm osphere, 
or where it has been carried down into the 
soil by th e rains, it being well established 
th a t th e rains carry am m onia from th e air 
to the roots of plants. 
P laster is soluble 
in 
water, but only sparingly so, though 
sufficiently soluble to afford lim e in a solu­ 
ble form for th e action of th e roots of plants 
and for inducing chem ical changes in the 
soil by th e form ation of o th er salts by its 
decom position. 
On rich soils plaster is a special fertili­ 
zer for legum inous plants, such ■ as clover, 
beans, peas, etc., and its effects are im m e­ 
diate, but on light, sandy soils it gives bet­ 
ter results when used in connection w ith 
o th er fertilizers. 
Super-phosphates are 
composed largely of sulphate of lim e, 
w hich results from the dissolution of the 
bones w hen treated w ith sulphuric acid, 
th e phosphoric acid beiug left in a free 
condition, and farm ers thereupon often 
buy it and use it largely when th e cheaper 
land plaster (crude sulphate of 
lim e) 
w ould lie equally as beneficial w here the 
phosphates are not 
required. 
P laster 
shows beneficial effects on 
nearly 
all 
grasses, and in proportion to cost is unex­ 
celled as a fertilizer.— Philadelphia Record. 
POULTRY ON THE FARM. 
Miss M ary Zim m erm an w rites to the 
Northwest Fanner and Breeder th e following 
concise directions for th e care of poultry : 
P oultry should be fed regularly, and a 
change should not be m ade in food too 
often. 
T he best and most excellent articles of 
food for poultry is w heat or parched corn. 
Fow ls m ust be fed tw ice a day and m ust 
have a constant supply of pure, fresh 
w ater. 
T he indestructible stone d rin k in g fount­ 
ains so generally used are well adapted to 
hold the supply. 
T he chicken-house should be cleaned 
once or tw ice a week. 
P o u ltry should have lim e in some form 
for th e form ation of th e egg-shell, 
H ens should be set in th e evening, and 
furnished w ith a good nest in a darkened 
spot. 
T he hen should be taken off th e nest 
every day for food, water, b rief exercise 
and a good dusting. 
T he young chicks should not be rem oved 
until tw enty-four hours after they are all 
hatched. 
Y oung chickens should be fed regularly 
and often u n til five or six weeks old. 
If intended for m arketing they should 
be forced and m arketed early; early spring 
chickens pay best. 
I f chickens have been liberally fed they 
will be in prim e condition for th e table 
w ithout any e x tra fattening. 
In raising (owls for m arket, as a rule, 
th e chicks should be killed as soon as 
ready, certainly as soon as they have a t­ 
tained full size, as th en b etter prices are 
generally procured th an later in th e sea­ 
son. 
P oultry costs less to produce th an beef, 
and brings a higher average price. 
Fow ls and eggs are alw ays in dem and. 
In preparing poultry for m arket dress 
as nicely as possible. 
F o r scalding poultry, th e w ater should 
be as near th e boiling as possible, w ithout 
actually boiling; th e bird being held by 
th e head and legs, should be imm ersed and 
lifted up and down in w ater th ree tim es; 
th is makes picking easy. 
Most of th e poultry sold is wet picked, 
and such is generally preferred. 
In preparing frozen poultry for th e late 
m arket, dry pick th e poultry, as it will 
keep longer, hold its color better, and com­ 
m and better prices; th e head should be 
left on, as it looks 1letter. 
P oultry sells b etter in th e m onths of 
A ugust and Septem ber. 


BLA C K M IXORCAS. 
T he North B ritM Agriculturist, speaking 
from th e standpoint there, w riting on Black 
Minorca», says; 
T h is breed is one of th e 
most popular. 
T hey are, w ithout excep­ 
tion, one of th e best non-sitting breeds to 
keep if large eggs are required. 
T hey are 
also splendid layers, good table fowls, eat 
like turkey, th e flesh being w hite. 
T he 
cocks have large single combs, perfectly 
erect, evenly serrated, red faces and w at­ 
tle.-, w hite earlobes, dark legs, four toes on 
each foot, weil spread out from each other. 
T he hens have combs th a t fall over on one- 
side, long and well serrated, red faces and 
wattles, w hite earlobes, dark legs, four 
toes on each foot. 
T he plum age is very 
good, having a grand glos-, especially the 
cockerels. 
Som etim es a cockerel will 
be 
perfect in all points but his comb, it w ill 
hanf over on one side; they m ake th e best 
pullet breeders. 
T h e chickens are w hite 
underneath, and black on the upper part. 
W hen th e feathers begin to grow th e black 
covers th e w hite. 
THE ADVENT OF CLOVER. 
U ntil w ithin a few years ago no one 
ever supposed th at an ything but grain was 
suitable for poultry, but we now not only 
use grass in th e sum m er, but hay in th e 
w inter fcr the hens. 
It has been found 
th a t cut hay is not only cheaper th an 
grain, but it is as im portant in th e ration 
of th e hen as for th a t of th e cow. 
Good 
clover hay contains more nitrogen and 
m ore m ineral m atter th an grain, and the 
hens will lay more eggs and keep in bet­ 
ter h ealth by its use in connection w ith 
grain th an to confine them to a grain diet 
exclusively, w hile th e saving in th e cost 
of the food, by reason of th e use of clover 
in place of a portion of th e grain, is very 
large. 
FARM NOTES. 
To keep m ore stock th an you can feed 
liberally is to sim ply starve th e whole 
gradually. 
It does not pay to attem pt to 
do m( re than your lim it allows to be done 
well. 
P len ty of fresh-burnt charcoal is excel­ 
lent in th e pig jren, especially d uring th is 
season, when green food is plentiful, and 
they will eat it readily. 
W e have already in th is country several 
breeds of polled (hornless) cattle, and they 
are among our best beef-producing breeds. 
T here should now be introduced hornless 
sheep w here th e sheep are hurdled and 


kept near th e barn, as ram s often fight 
and injure each other. 
T he wool of th e m erino sheep is very 
fine, as m any as 40,000 fibres having been 
counted on a single square inch on a full 
grown ram , and th e half-bred m erinos give 
nearly as fine wool as th e pure bred. 
Turkeys grown three m onths w ill, b ar­ 
ring accident, grow rapidly from now on. 
R hode Island raises th e largest n u m b er; 
th e farm ers of In d ian a and Illinois are 
raising m ore th an they have done for years 
past. 
R ve is recom m ended as a green m anure 
for peach orchards. 
T he rye should 
be 
sown thickly about th e 1st of Septem ber 
and plowed under in th e spring. 
I t is also 
an excellent m ulch lor protecting the 
roots. 
A. B. A llen, in th e New Y ork Tribune, 
advises th a t pasture lands be divided into 
sm all lots, instead of one large one. 
T he 
grass is eaten down cleaner, and w hile one 
lot is pastured th e others recuperate. Now 
th at iron fences are so cheap, th is is a good 
plan. 
Those who have tried feeding grain and 
hay to horses claim th a t if a full feed of 
hay follows th e grain th e grain will be 
crowded out of th e stom ach before diges­ 
tion is accom plished, and a waste of n u tri­ 
tion ensues, hence th e hay should be given 
first. 
Cucumbers should be picked oft' th e 
vines every day, if th ey are intended for 
pickling, as th ey grow rapidly and th e 
vine3 w ill bear m ore when they are not 
com pelled to m ature th e cucum bers. 
T he 
sm aller they are when picked off'for pick­ 
ling th e better. 
U tilize all bones, even if you have no 
m eans w hereby they can be pounded or 
ground. 
T he sm aller th e pieces of bone 
th e better. 
T hey are excellent for all 
kinds of fruit trees and if applied around 
grape vines th e effects of th e applications 
w ill be noticed for years. 
E very bird killed m eans m ore insects to 
fight. 
E very woman who wears a dead 
bird as an ornam ent in h e r bonnet en­ 
courages th e destruction of th e useful 
creatures. 
If th e women would reject all 
such ornam ents they would do a service to 
farm ers and prevent cruelty. 
T he New Jersey S tate A gricultural So­ 
ciety, two years ago, balloting for th e best 
three grapes in general use, one of each 
color, decided in favor of th e B righton, 
red ; W ordoo, black, and N iagara, w h ite ; 
and few grape-growers in th a t S tate would 
to day m ake any alteration in th e list. 


H ave you yet realized w hat a pleasure 
it is to go iuto a clean, newly w hitew ashed 
hen house ? 
A good tim e to clean up is 
now, th en again later in October. 
T his 
w ill keep things looking clean and a t­ 
tractive ; th e outside buildings Should be 
painted, the inside w hitew ashed. 
W hite­ 
wash th e inside anyway. 
Cottonseed meal and bran are th e ch eap ­ 
est of all foods lor stock, considering th eir 
n u tritiv e value as com pared w ith other 
m aterials. 
These foods are cheap if sim ply 
brought on th e farm for th e ir value as m a­ 
nure alone, and especially on lands defi­ 
cient in nitrogen and phosphates. 
B ran is not so nutritio u s as shorts, but 
m ixed w ith cut hay is very m uch relished, 
and m akes good feed. 
B arley contains 920 
parts of n u tritiv e m atter in 1,000 pounds. 
I t is th e common food for 
the horse in 
some parts of th e continent of E urope. 
It 
is very stim ulating and 
laxative. 
I t 
should be bruised and given w ith cut hay. 
Boiled barley is a good laxative. 
A ll classes of stock do m ore or less dam ­ 
age to pasture by tram pling it. 
T he use 
of hurdles or changing the stock frequently, 
by dividing th e pasture into several fields, 
w ill afford a b etter supply of food, by allow ­ 
ing th e grass on th e unoccupied portion to 
grow, and less injury will result. A scanty 
pasture, w hich compels anim als to be a l­ 
ways m oving in order to secure food, is of 
b ut little value com pared to a w ell-kept 
sod. 
If our farm s are “running out” such 
should not be th e case. 
In England, where 
th e land has been cultivated for centuries, 
th e land is richer to-day th an ever before. 
T his is due to the farm s being sm all and 
well m anured. 
E very square foot of land 
in E ngland is m ade to yield som ething, if 
used for farm ing, and th e aim is alw ays to 
add m ore p lant food th an th e crop removes. 
T here is a large grow th of leaves to 
beets and turnips, and they take a large 
proportion of plant food from th e soil. 
These leaves should be fed to cattle, sheep 
or hogs, as they are valuable for th at p u r­ 
pose. 
A t this season th e top and roots j 
may be fed. 
W hen storing away the roots 
for w inter, all tops th a t cannot be utilized 
for feeding should be added to th e m anure 
heap. 
C arrots are regarded as prom oting the 
strength and endurance of the horse in a 
h igh degree. 
T hey are m uch esteem ed as 
a feed for sick and convalescent horses. 
In 
health, carrots m ay be given sliced in cut 
feed. 
H alf a bushel a day is sufficient if 
other strong feed is not given. 
Boiled car­ 
rots are given to sick horses. 
C arrots are 
m uch used in feeding racing and other 
sporting horses. 
T hey greatly im prove 
th e horse’s wind. 
J . M . Cotta, of Illinois, on th e village 
garden, says: 
“T h is is m ade a nuisance by 
neglect and w ant of care, a success by 
thorough work and thoughtful m anage­ 
m ent. 
D on’t plow, but spade it. 
P la n t a 
little at a tim e and often, so as. to have a 
succession of fresh vegetables all sum m er. 
G ive at least a q u arter of it to flowers. 
T he garden so m anaged becomes interest­ 
ing and will not be neglected, and is an 
econom izer by saving butchers’, grocers’ 
and doctors’ bills. 
If you are building a new barn, especi­ 
ally if it is to be one in which cows or 
o th er anim als are to be stabled, build it , 
high between floor and ceiling, and be I 
very sure to put in plenty of windows, and i 
set it so th e east, south and west sides will ' 
come fairest to th e sunlight, so th at in cold ' 
w eather a flood of golden sunlight will I 
lig h t up th e whole interior. 
T his plan, 
says Hoard’s Dairyman, is better thau a 
cow doctor, and don’t cost a qu arter as 
m uch. 
H ave wire netting outside, so th at 
th e windows can be 
raised and excellent 
ventilation can be had. 
Aside from all 
th e good it will do th e anim als, it m akes a 
more hum an h abitation for th e m en to do 
th e ir work in. 
T he use of carrot ju ice for b u tte r color­ 
ing is w holly unadvisable. 
T h e album en 
in th e juice quickly decomposes and spoils 
th e butter. 
If coloring is used in spite of 
all abjections, let it lie th e clear annotto, 
dissolved in warm w ater, of w hich a few 
drops only are required for each gallon of 
cream . 
B ut good taste and common sense 
(both of these are collateral) forbid the 
use of any coloring w hatever; th e natural 
“g ilt edge” o f th e chlorophyl of th e fresh 
grass or clover, or of th e corn or o th er soil­ 
ing fodder, is alone sufficient to give the 
delicate prim rose yellow of th e best butter. 
And every dairym an should secure a sup­ 
ply of such fodder by foresighted plans 
laid for the season before th e work begins. 
New York Times.

L a P az, Bolivia, 1890. 
A hush has fallen upon the city, for the 
Bishop is dead. 
This ¡3 a more startling 
announcement than the stranger at first 
appreciates, for Bishop Juan 
de Dios 
Bosque was the foremost man in Bolivia, a 
functionary of more importance thafi the 
President of the Republic and with far 
greater power. 
N either revolutions nor 
changing government'' could u fleet his 
state and position ; he directed rulers and 
shaped public events and his word was a 
law from w hich there was no appeal. H is 
influence was more potent because not ob­ 
servable on the surface, but it penetrated 
to every home in all the walks of life» 
swaying the strongest through their super­ 
stitions and m aintaining its firmest hold 
through the women and the children. 
H e was only sixty-one years oid when he 
succumbed to what surgeons name visical 
calculus, a terrible disease for whose treat­ 
ment he went to Europe eight years ago 
and returned apparently cured. 
H e was 
appointed to the diocese by the Pope in 
1875, and from that time to the present 
has enjoyed an income much greater than 
that of the President, ranging between 
$60,000 and $100,000 per annum. 
H e was 
extremely charitable and not only founded 
but supported the great orp$gn asylum of 
La Paz out of his private means, besides 
dispensing large sums of money in daily 
charities. 
Of course dark tales are told concerning 
his private liie ami alleged methods of 
adding to his income, circulated, now that 
he is dead, by those who a few days ago 
dared not speak his name except in the 
most respectful manner. 
Slander, 
like 
death, ioves a shining mark ; and doubt­ 
less most of these falsehoods are attribut­ 
able to the petty jealousy that always fol­ 
lows those who are elevated in purpose or 
position above the common herd. 
The 
best that can be said of him, or of hdv hu­ 
man being in the final summing-up of the 
earthly record, is that he was not wanting 
in charity, the greatest of Christian vir­ 
tues. 
Some time ago Bishop Bosque got him ­ 
self so deeply “under a cloud” at Rome 
that the Pope suspended him for a year 
or two. 
The trouble began with the dis­ 
covery that he had. bestowed two or three 
livings apiece on certain poor curates. 
Of 
course the gossipers insisted th at the latter 
divided the spoils with their patron, but 
as the cures received the merest pittance 
from the Government, the salary of each 
being about $100 per annum, there could 
not have been much to divide. 
The sus­ 
pension of the too sym pathetic Bishop 
was precipitated by his m arrying a Cabinet 
M inister to a widow, three of whose chil­ 
dren by a former husband having been 
godfathered by the M inister aforesaid. 
No remotest tie of blood existed between 
them, but the Church expressly forbids 
such marriages, on the ground that a spir­ 
itual relationship, sacred though unex­ 
plained, exists between compadres, as pa­ 
rents and god-parents are called. 
During 
the period of suspension his salary from 
the 
Government—$6,000 
a 
year—was 
stopped: but the grateful M inister pre­ 
sented him with $1,500 and his parishion­ 
ers made up a purse of $30,000 more,, so 
that he managed to worry along. 
Now that he is dead, the aspect of the 
whole city is suddenly changed. 
M artial 
music no longer fills the air, flags are at 
half mast and tied with crepe, black ban­ 
ners are drooping from the windows of all 
the houses im mediately surrounding the 
episcopal palace, while the latter, the huge 
prison-like structure occupied during Mel- 
garejo’s tim e as a barrack, is literally cov­ 
ered with symbols of woe. 
In the second- 
story apartm ent which that illustrious 
General used for a dining-room, the bishop 
breathed his last, and from that very 
window through which the former marched 
his men to a fall of fifteen feet and broken 
bones, merely to show off their obedience 
to a friend, a sable pall is hanging. 


According to a church custom in Bolivia 
_ 
. 
, 
the Bishop must lie in state four days, and chestra and 3 hundred voices. 
Then fol- 
tneanwhile people of everv class are in lows the oration, delivered by a brother 
peop 
_ 
deepest mourning. 
All day long, from 10 
A. M. until midnight, a throng o f people is 
seen wending its way in one direction, to 
pay the last token of respect to the holy 


canon, after which another reverend father 
discourses at great length in the name of 
the regular and secular clergy. 
Meantime 
the faces of those sitting nearest the cata- 
pn » 
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father. 
There are monks, gray-cowled : falque are seen to grow pale and paler, and 
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bareheaded and barefooted; priests in black 
robes and shovel hats; friars all in white 
from head to foot; processions of boys who 
are being educated for the priesthood; sis­ 
ters of charity and nuns of all orders; 
various societies going in a body; delega­ 
tions of citizens; troops of employes from 
every branch of the government; Indians, 
Cboíos, and ladies of high degree. 
Bv the way, the women of South Amer­ 
ica can mourn more, in outward ap;>ear- 
ance, than anv other class of people on 
earth. 
All wear straight, scant gowns of 
black wool, entirely untrim med and slight­ 
ly tra ilin g ; and mantas, or shawls, of the 
same material, draped in straight lipes 
over the shoulders and liodv, and covering 
the face so that only.the eyes are visible. 
A company of these funeral figures, gliding 
slowly through the streets, with towed 
heads, calls to mind some of Dore’s illus­ 
tration in Dante s “Inferno.” 


the standing multitude, even the soldiers 
who are used to it, shift about wearily from 
one leg to the other, while the crowds out­ 
side, hearing nothing within, and impa­ 
tient for the show to continue, are talking 
and laughing in groups. 
A t length (about, 
3 o’clock according to programme), the 
procession is re-formed, to escort the hero 
of the day to the Pantheon. 
The same 
chanting of priests, and burning of incense, 
and singing of choirs is resumed, inter­ 
rupted several times on the way, when the 
catafalque is set down in the road, and the 
procession halts while another oration is 
delivered. 
The devotion of many falters 
as the miles and hours lengthen, and by 
the time the city lim its are reached most 
of the private citizens have desorted. 
The cemetery of La Paz is one of the 
finest in South America, most of the dead 
being deposited in niches, just

| many blessings, lies at his side, w ithin 1 
reach of the passing multitude. 
It is cov­ 
ered with a black kid glove, and on the 
middle finger in the well-known ring, set 
with a big, fiat diamond, which has been 
worn by other bishops loDg gone to glory, , 
and pressed by the lips of successive gen­ 
erations. It is said to he worth $50,000, J 
and being the property of the church, will ¡ 
be removed before the body is interred. 
There are two other jewels on the back of 
the same glove, each set in a rosette of red 
ribbon, the signification of which I do not 
know; and everybody ascends two black- 
palled steps, kneels beside the flowery bier, 
and kisses the dead hand three times, once 
on each jewel.

As it is not every day th at a bishop 
dies, the citizens of La Paz improve the 
occasion by making it a general holiday 
and an opportunity for the m ilitary and 
civic display they most enjoy. 
Several 
thousand invitations have been issued to 
the services, elaborate cards, or large 
sheets folded in 
quaint fashion, with 
heavy black borders and other funeral em­ 
blems, announcing th at performances will 
begin at 10 o’clock a . m. and close at 3 
in the afternoon. 
I t is only two squares 
from the palace to the cathedral, but the 
whole army is out to escort the illustrious 
corpse and a procession so vast that it re­ 
quires nearly two hours to accomplish the 
short journey. 
There are hundreds of 
priests, monks and friars, in white, gray 
and black robes with scarlet hoods, ail 
chanting and upholding candles or cruci­ 
fixes. 
There are children from the public 
schools, boys from the Jesuit College, and 
red-skirted acolytes, singing w ith piping 
voices; nuns of every order; Daughters of 
Mary, sisters of charity, female seminaries, 
female Beneticenciaries; congregations of 
the Sacred H eart of Jesus, Rosario, San 
Merced, and many others,and the murmur 
of their united prayers sounds like the 
distant voice of the sea. 
There is the 
President and his cabinet, the Diplomatic 
Corps, M unicipal Council, N ational Insti­ 
tute, lawyers and judges, bomberos (fire­ 
men); the Hayden choir, Catholic choir, 
Philharm onic, and other musical organiza­ 
tions; the “ Workmen of the Cross,” B roth­ 
ers of 
San 
Jose, M utual 
Beneficent 
Brotherhood, and no end of other socie­ 
ties. 
Even the gambling and dancing 
clubs are represented in separate bodies, 
and thousands of citizens have joined in 
the parade, intending to walk from the 
palace.to the cathedral and afterwards to 
the cemetery, a distance of about three 
miles. 
The m ilitary brings up the rear, and 
the most striking feature of this part of 
the pageant is the cavalry,, a thousand 
raen in scarlet and gold from top to toe, 
on splendid white 
horses, riding 
five 
abreast. 
A score of brass bands, march­ 
ing at equal distances, are playing, all at 
once, and numberless banners and em­ 
blematic devices are flying along the line. 
In the midst, enveloped in clouds of in­ 
cense, the body of the bishop is borne on 
an uncovered catafalque, whose black pall 
is strewn with fresh roses. 
It is carried 
by priests, but the black ribbons extend­ 
ing from it are held by the President of 
the. Republic, the Vice-President, Minis­ 
ters of J nstice and the foreign Ministers. 
The impressiveness of the scene is some­ 
what marred by the spectacle of the 
empty hearse (dressed all over in purple 
and "black gauze, put on in billowy puffs 
to represent clouds, spangled with silver 
stars and hung with wreaths of roses), 
careering gaily to and fro, to show itself 
off 
A rrived at the church, the catafalque is 
deposited on a dias, raised at such an 
angle that the corpse, still dressed in its 
splendid robes and jewels, with m itre and 
golden staff, is almost standing. 
The 
great funereal dias, hung with sable cur­ 
tain spangled with stars, a beautifully il­ 
lum inated cross at the head and weeping 
figures standing at the sides, occupies a 
considerable portion of the center of the 
cathedral. 
The entire edifice is draped 
with blacke crepe and ribbons, lighted by 
thousands of candles, and perfumed with 
flowers and incense—but above all these 
another odor may be plainly distinguished, 
which, together w ith the swollen hands 
which have almost burst their gloves, and 
the face that still wears its sphinx-like 
smile hut has grown mar.y shades darker, 
proves th at the embalmers did not do 
their work well enough for so long an ex­ 
hibition. 
The great sanctuary is packed to its u t­ 
most capacity, the 
most distinguished 
guests having been supplied with seats. 
The service is exactly three hours long, 
Dean M alina’s requiem mass being mag­ 
nificently rendered by a full-stringed or

to the test of responsibility in such m at­ 
ters as a means to party ends ? 
But, as the San Francisco Call well sayst 
the Republican party has not approved 
the extravagance of its own members in 
the Legislature, assuming th at they can 
be made to share the responsibility in a 
political sense. 
The party has not renom­ 
inated the men, nor has it failed to affirm­ 
atively express itself regarding the open- 
spigot policy of the Legislature, the check- 
valve of which the Democracy held. 
So, 
too, as the Call says, the minority in a 
Legislature is very often driven by the 
majority to vote with it in extravagancd* 
in order to secure for the State the barest 
appropriation for absolute need. 
The Republican party always has had 
the courage to meet any emergency and 
apply any needed remedy. 
It has not 
failed to condemn the wastefulness of the 
Democracy, or to pledge itself to a lim it in 
legislative disbursements that is sufficient 
for the support of the Government and 
the maintenance of the State institutions.

Throughout the entire West townsiio 
booms and speculations have been as com­ 
mon and as successful as lottery enter­ 
prises. 
Ogden is just now engaged in 
advertising itself after the most monte- 
bank fashion.

The State Fair to this date has not been 
so largely attended as has been usual. The 
attractions are as strong as in the past, the 
exhibits are plentiful and representative, 
the stock gathering unsurpassed, and the 
speed programme of the best order. W hy, 
then, is there lighter attendance ? It rna-y 
be attributed to several causes. 
First a cd 
foremost, seventy thousand people of the 
interior visited San Francisco last u r .d this 
week to witness and engage in thc> Admis­ 
sion Day festivities. 
They spent on that 
trip not less than $2,000,000, an d the most 
of them exhausted themselves, for further 
holiday entertainm ent. 
T he farmers have 
not so much ready money r,s they would 
like to enable them to ind'/lge in “a week 
off.” 
But there is not sue a a stringency as 
should withdraw them S'j largely from the 
State Fair. 
The hortic altnrists have done 
well, and ought to be fi ash of purse, and the 
viticulturists and h pp-raisers and other 
classes of producer? , aside from growers of 
cereals, have b e e 4 reasonably prosperous, 
but they nave 
not yet manifested any 
strong disposition to visit the State Fair. 
The D istri.ct Fairs were more numerous 
this Year ir 1 advance of the State F air than 
usual, we 'aelieve, and they have had the 
effect of* satisfying the people, to a con­ 
siderably extent. 
We do not think that 
the Sta ,(e Fair has been so judiciously ad­ 
v ertised as it m ight have been. 
W hile 
the 1 losts were gathering in San Francisco 
the’ ;e ought to have been made special 
efl art in that city to attract attention to 
D je fair, but we saw none upon the streets, 
and we searched the San Francisco papers 
in vain for any special reference to the 
State exposition, and to this hour some of 
the leading papers there have not men­ 
tioned even so much as the bare, bald fact 
that the fair is in progress. 
This can be 
charged only to mistake in advertising or 
in handling matters so that the press 
should not overlook the fair. 
We are convinced that the engraved ad­ 
vertisement th at was used throughout in 
the press of the State, for the fair, was 
not by any means 
the most effective 
method of advertising. 
A good deal 
of 
display 
appears 
to 
have 
been 
made 
of 
advertising 
in 
sporting 
papers and but little, in comparison, in 
the general press. 
Unquestionably those 
in charge acted as their good judgm ent 
dictated, but we subm it that the skilled 
advertiser would have used the same 
amount of money expended by the State 
Board for advertising very much more 
effectively by the “small ad.” repetitive 
system. 
All these and some other such reasons 
combine in disclosing causes for the light 
attendancp. 
Let us hope th at the added 
attractions of music, athletics and special 
contests and exhibitions will have the 


to fire upon men they supposed to be 
poachers, justifies the belief that the Alents 
realize th at the seal fishing industry is in 
peril.

If this is so, Engl; ,nd and 
Canada are getting decidedly th r, best of 
us, it the assumption Is souud. that the 
seals are fast disappearing. 
Tl jat England 
and the Dominion Govern y.ient should 
pursue the policy of pern j h ting British 
craft to scour the sea for p ,assing fur-bear- 
ers, is not understandable. 
England has 
as great interest in the preservation of the 
fisheries as we. 
Mr . I). O. Mills, w riting 
on this suhjeet in tb e North Atnerican Be- 
view, says: 


tireat Britain h ar4 an interest in tiie m ainte­ 
nance of the Be iiring sea fisheries which is 
snared by no otr je r country. Nearly nine-tenths 
of the tu r-sea'. skins taken every year go d i­ 
rectly to Lon /ton to be dressed, at least 10.000 
people being engaged in th at city in the work 
ol prepanuf , the skins for the m arket. 
Here is 
an English . industry which depends for its con­ 
tinued ex .istence. at its preseut proportions at 
« SB °>,n the success of the policy of preserving 
the Beh /¡ug «ea fisheries from the fatal inroads 
ol P°ac hers. As a fur-wearing people, the Eng­ 
lish h jve as deep a concern as we have in the 
prese /vation of the fisheries; and, indeed, Great 
Brit ¿in could profitably afford to pay some one 
t0 lake care of the herd which has excited the 
cu pidity of its unscrupulous enem ies, rather 
Y jan h avetheherd destroyed, or be instrum ental 
iU aiding those whose operations, if routiuued, 
m ust end in its destruction. And, looking at 
this question from a com m ercial poiut of view, 
it would be difficult for any nation to justify 
itself if by contrivance or connivauee it should 
be accessory to the practical extinguishm ent of 
a species of anim al which is of com m ercial im ­ 
portance. and which w ith proper care m ight be 
preserved to commerce for all time. 
Indeed, 
the exigeueies of the situation m ight justiiy 
combined action on the part of all nations in­ 
terested for the protection of the w aters of Beh­ 
ring Sea pending the settlem ent of the present 
diplom atic dispute. 
In the present condition of affairs it 
does not appear th at either th e United 
States or England is doing anything to 
prevent the extinction of the seals. There 
is a good deal of talk about arbitration of 
the question, but to this date the two Gov­ 
ernments have not even settled upon the 
prelim inaries for a basis upon which to 
correspond with arbitration as an object­ 
ive point. 
The San Francisco Bulletin suggests th at 
even when it is agreed to arbitrate, if ever 
that is settled upon, there will be great 
difficulty in selecting the Court. 
The 
U nited States m ight choose the Czar of 
Russia, but he would be understood to be 
biased in our favor. 
If England selected 
any monarchial ruler he would have a 
direct interest, since all nations, except, as 
is suggested, Switzerland, have a theoreti­ 
cal interest in the m atter. 
The President 
of the Swiss republic might, therefore, be 
the third member of the Court. 
Still, it 
is not understandable why the President 
of Brazil m ight not be acceptable to all 
parties, or, for the m atter of that, the 
President of any of the South American 
States, none of which have waters con­ 
cerning which the question of marc clausum 
could arise. 
A ll this speculation, however, may be 
premature and without cause, though it 
now certainly looks as if the whole m atter 
is drifting into arbitration, which means 
the abandonment by the United States to 
the verdict of arbitrators, of its claim of 
exclusive marine jurisdiction over Beh­ 
ring Sea.

The 
subdivision of large areas of land lying 
around a town and their sale to simple- 
minded people, has always proven a bar to 
th e growth of real values in any place. 
The reason for this is that a large number 
of persons, who have been bitten, are at all 
times ready to sell out, and as soon as 
there is the least movement in real estate 
in such a town, the real estate worked off 
in the boom tim e rushes into competition 
and crushes the m arket at once. Th ere 
are many towns with promising localities, 
whose growth has been retarded for half a 
century by reason of booms, just such as 
the enemies of Ogden are now attempting 
to create. 


"YOU. TOO.” 


The Democratic press has set up the 
boyish and whimsical cry of “you, too.” 
W hen the Democratic party is now con­ 
fronted with the enormous and wasteful 
raid its late Legislature made upon the 
Treasury, we find the Democratic press 
shouting in unison that the Republicans 
voted for most of the appropriation meas­ 
ures. 
This will not do; the dominant 
party in the Legislature is responsible 
and cannot escape the odium.

PRESENT 
STATUS OF THE 
SEA QUESTION. 
BEHRING 


The news from British sealers recently 
returned from Behring sea, is th at they 
frequently saw the U nited States revenue 
cutters in those waters, hut th at no effort 
was made by them to overhaul the poach' 
ers. 
The sealers report, also, th at they 
had “poor luck,” taking comparatively 
few seals, and those in open waters. 
Our 
own sealers also report a phenomenal 
scarcity of seals. 
On one of the Russian 
islands of the Aleutian chain, to the shores 
of which three adrift boat-loads of men 
were carried by currents, the Aieute fired, 
upon the men, killing one and wounding 
three others. The assault was caused by 
the fear the natives entertain that poach­ 
ers are making devastating raids upon 
seals th at come to the rookeries, and th at 
such raids will work the exterm ination of 
the fur-bearer. 
We can trust a great deal to the instinct 
of these natives, and that it has led them 


T h e California W orld’s F air Conven­ 
tion has entered an earnest protest against 
the dual or divided exposition scheme, 
adopted by the Chicago Columbian Expo­ 
sition Directors. 
The feeling of the Con­ 
vention was that with her exhibition set 
off in a distant park and other exhibitions 
of the fair miles away, and her exhibits 
divided among 
departments, California 
will be lost sight of in the fair. 
It is a 
correct conclusion. 
California should ex­ 
hibit in a building of her own, or in space 
where she can mass her exhibits. 
T hat a 
collective 
exhibit 
is 
w hat California 
wants, the Convention decided after a 
long and hot debate over resolutions to 
that effect introduced and warmly sup­ 
ported by Sir. Mills. 
The objection was 
raised th at if one State is granted the 
privilege of making a collective exhibit, 
all others may demand a like privilege. 
Mr. I.ubin appears to have met th at ob­ 
jection squarely by the response, “W hat 
of it? 
If the States wish to exhibit sep­ 
arately, why not?” 
The division or de- 
partm entizing of exhibits at the Paria 
exposition was well enough for European 
countries, which could group industries 
very well and also products, w ithout loss 
of credit. 
But that system applied to the 
U nited States would not work and it did 
not. 
The result was th at our exhibits at 
Paris 
were 
practically 
masked, 
lost 
whelmed. 
In a country of such immense 
territorial area, with States so widely 
separated, with resources so diverse and so 
peculiarly related to climatic conditions 
along isothermal belts cutting across lines 
of latitu d e; with States so differing in age, 
and in the character of their society 
and 
the 
traits 
of 
the 
people, 
there 
is 
every 
reason 
why 
those 
groups 
of 
population 
we 
know 
as 
States should be perm itted to collect their 
exhibits each in an exclusive space, or, if 
they choose, in a separate building. 
If 
India, Russia, Japan and others are, as is 
conceded will be done, to exhibit in sections 
wholly Indian, Russian and Japanese, etc., 
why should not California, differing as she 
does so widely and m aterially from her 
sister States, exhibit the examples ot her 
soil products, her art, her industrial pro­ 
gress and her mineral wealth in a building 
or a space reserved to her exclusively ? 
California is to bear the cost. 
W hatever 
there is of profit in her exposition she 
should therefore enjoy. 
This is a moving 
motive with her people in agreeing to 
make an exhibit. 
Sentim ent has very 
little to do with it, but practical results in 
peopling and developing the State have 
very much to do with it. 
W e want to ex­ 
h ibit California as a unit, to show her 
through the agency of her products, and 
the mimic reproduction of her scenery in 
all the strength of her claims upon the 
home-seeker. This cannot be done so well 
as in a collective exhibit.

This fact is brought home to us 
from the fact that business m en who are not ad­ 
vertising in established journals th at can and 
are doing som ething for the upbuilding of this 
com m unity, have money to pav ior puff adver­ 
tising in a one-day sheet nam ed the Commercial 
Bulletin. If hedging is to be the rule iu tfie busi­ 
ness life of this town, the Scntirul will reduce its 
size, dispatches, aud its expenses to suit the 
frozen m ovem ents of the most nronouneed non­ 
progressionists —Santa Cruz Sentinel. 
Ia the editorial quoted above the Sentinel 
h is administered a well-deserved rebuke 
to the business men of Santa Cruz, if it is 
true that they give advertisements to a 
“one-day sh et” and do not patronize the 
daily papers that are working every day in 
the year to build up their city. The same 
criticism can be applied to business men in 
other places than Santa Cruz. 
But the 
Sentinel introduces its subject with a very 
unfortunate comparison when it says the 
R e c o rd -U n io n is sm aller than the Sentinel. 
True, the usual daily edition of the R e c ­ 
o r d U n io n has four pages of eight columns 
each, while the Sentinel has four pages of 
nine columns each; but there is a wonderf, 1 
contrast in the ‘‘make-up” of the two 
papers. The colam as of the Sentinel are 
very narrow and the paper is filled up with 
cheap advertisements’ while the advertise­ 
ments in the R e c o rd U n io n are small and 
high-priced, 
and 
therefore much more 
room Í3 left for reading matter. 
Take for 
example the issue of the Sentinel from 
which the above editorial is quoted—Sep­ 
tember 6th. It contained only eight and a 
quarter columns of reading matter. The 
R e c o rd -U n io n of the same date had 
twenty-five columns of reading matter, be­ 
ing an eight-paee edition. On the 7th we 
gave twenty-eight and one-baif coinmns, 
and on the 8th nineteen columns.

SEW TO-DAY. 


T h e P o lic e I n te rf e r e w ith P ro c e e d in g s a t 
th e C a lifo rn ia A th le tic C lub. 
S a n F ra n c is c o , September 12th.—1The 
California Athletic Clnb gave its usual 
m onthly exhibition this evening, Sidney 
H untington and Charley Rochette. local 
light-weights, being matched to a finish for 
a sm all purse. 
The contest was very tame, 
but after H untington had drawn’ blood 
from Rochette’s nose in the sixteenth, 
nineteenth and twentieth rounds, the po­ 
lice entered «the ring and ordered the fight 
stopped 
The boys started to fight the 
twenty-first round, and were, together with 
their principals, promptly Dlaced under 
arrest. 
Preceding the event of the evening, a 
rattling ten-round contest took place be­ 
tween Charley Turner, of Stockton, the 
colored middle-weight, and Dan 
Egan, 
known as the “Montana Kid.” 
Egan was 
in better condition than for a long time 
past, and had apparently trained carefully 
for the contest. Turner made his usual 
careful fight, but in the fourth round, as 
the men came together Egan drove his left 
into the Stocktonians mouth, and as the 
latter rushed on him felled him to his knee 
with a right-hander on the left temple. 
Turner arose savage, and drove the “ K id” 
back to the ropes, where the latter, blindly 
parrying, managed to get bis left into the 
negro’s race with telling effect. 
The men gave and took several good 
blows in the next four rounds, the honors 
being slightly in Egan’s favor. Turner’s 
left cheek was swollen. H is clever parries 
and nim ble dodging saved him from thefull 
effect of many blows. Egan in the ninth 
countered heavily on the Stocktonian’s 
eyes, causiog the optics to partly close. 
The men swung two-handed blows with 
resounding effect from the opening of the 
tenth round, Eagan landing on the cheek 
and jaw. Turner on the chest or over the 
heart.

IR R IG A T IO N C O N V EN T IO N . 


D e le g a te s F ro m F o u rte e n D istric ts in th e 
S ta te . 
T u l a r e . September 
12th.—The State 
Convention of the irrigation districts of 
California met at Tulare to-day. 
Delegates 
were present from fourteen districts—about 
half in the State. Many prom inent friends 
of the district system, not district officers, 
were also present, and have taken an active 
part * in the proceedings. Among others 
were O. C. Wright, author of the present 
law. and I. R. W ilbur of San Francisco. 
The Association was organized perm an­ 
ently by the election of J. R. McDonald of 
the west side of the San Joaqnin President, 
and J. E. Anderson of Poso Secretary, E. 
Oatford, Tulare, Assistant Secretary. 
The sentim ent prevails that while the 
law needs amending in several particulars, 
its principles are right, and it is along that 
line that the battle is to be fought out. 
A Legislative Committee of seven has 
been appointed, to be aided by an advisory 
committee of one from each district in the 
State. Steps have been taken to determine 
what is wanted, and to go after it. 
Talk upon the sale of bonds brought out 
the following facts: 
Of twelve districts 
which have voted bonds, aggregating $5,­ 
970,000, of which $1.672 000have been sold, 
$560,000 were exchanged 
for irrigation 
work and water rights at par, and $1.112,000 
sold at 90 to 93 cents on the dollar cash. 
All this was done since the beginning of 
1890. 
The afternoon was given up to proposals 
of amendments of the existing law, and 
discussions thereon. The total num ber of 
acres in the twelve districts is 1,059,244. 
Average bonded indebtedness per acre, 
$5 62. The highest indebtedness is that of 
Escondido, $35 12; the smallest, Brown’s 
Valley, Yuba county, $2 54. 


CU BA N B A N D IT S. 


C a p ta in -G e n e ra l H o la v e e ja , P ro p o s e s to 
R id th e Is la n d o f T h e m . 
N ew Y o r k , September 12th.—The New 
York Tribune says that CaptaiD-General 
Holaveeja of Cuba proposes to rid the 
island ot bandits. The most powerful ban­ 
dit chieftain is Mannel Garcia, who signs 
himself “Garcia, the First KiDg of the 
Country People and of Nearly the Whole 
Island of Cuba.” Garcia receives a monthly 
assessment from planters and merchants, 
to whom he promises im m unity from his 
depredations, and occasionally he retains 
one until ransom is paid for obtaining their 
freedom 
Recently be levied an assess­ 
m ent of $20,000 on the railroad company. 
The latter refused, and Garcia, at the head 
of half a squadron of banditti in bine uni­ 
forms, captured the depot at Quivican, took 
possession of the archives and the safe and 
set fire to the building. Before leaving he 
informed the company that he would in­ 
crease the assessment to $25,000. The com­ 
pany not paying this, he raided another 
depot and compelled the employes to tear 
oat some rails from the track, and the next 
train was derailed, and Garcia and his band 
fired upon it, wounding some of the pas­ 
sengers. He captured the locomotive en­ 
gineer and gave him another letter for the 
railroad Directors, whom heaseessed again, 
this time to the amount of $30,000.

THE WEATHER. 


S e rg e a n t B a rw ic k D ila te s L’p o n th e P re v ­ 
a le n t C old W av e. 
The Signal Service tem perature at 5 a . m . 
and 5 p . m . yesterday was 54° and 85°, 
with gentle and variable winds and a h8zy 
atmosphere. The highest and lowest on 
the roof of the Signal Office was 90° and 
53°, while the highest and lowest at the 
Pavilion was 92° and 59°. 
The weather reports yesterday morning 
showed quite a cold wave along onr fruit 
route east, at least a portion of it, it having 
been 4° below the freezing point at Chey­ 
enne, which was 28° colder than the pre­ 
ceding twenty-four hours. Even upon the 
Pacific coast a cool wave has made itself 
felt at Olympia, where the lowest yesterday 
morning was 36°, or 4° above the freezing 
point. This may mean cooler weather for 
this valley in the next few days. 


According to the report of the State 
Board of H ealth for the moDth of Aognst, 
the num ber of deaths in the Sla’e during 
the months was 1,065—a m onthly percent­ 
age of 1 32 per thousand, or an annual m or­ 
tality at the rate of 15 84 per thousand, 
which is somewhat less than that of the 
preceding month. 
The mortality from cholera infantnm 
and stomach and bowel disorders continues 
without much abatement. Consumption 
caused 157 deaths, an increase over last 
m onth. Pneumonia had only 41 deaths 
attributed to it, which is a decrease of 10 
from last mouth; 28 of these occurred in 
San Francisco, 4 in Oakland, 3 in San Jose, 
the balance in singie iustances scattered 
here and there. 
Bronchitis caused 29 
deaths; cf these, 20 occurred in San Fran­ 
cisco, 3 in Los Angeles. 1 each in Vallejo, 
San Jose, San Bernardino, Sacramento, 
Oakland and Fresno. Congestion of the 
lungs was fatal in 11 instances. 
Whoop­ 
ing cough caused 3 dearhs. 
Diphtheria 
and croup collectively caused 29 deaths, 25 
being from diphtheria and 4 Trom croup. 
Of the former II occurred in San Francisco, 
2 in Los Angeles, 3 in Aiameda, 4 in Sacra­ 
mento, and 1 each in San Jose, Oakdale, 
Pasadena, Cloverdate and Anaheim. Chol­ 
era infantum is reported to have caused 76 
deaths in August, which is only 0 less than 
in the previous month. 
Diarrhea and 
dysentery were fatal in 25 instances, which 
is a slight decrease from last report. 
Re­ 
m ittent fever caused 6 deaths; cerebro­ 
spinal fever. 10; caDcer, 40; heart disease, 
63; and alcoholism. 12. Deaths from causes 
not classified numbered 451. 
The following extract regarding “sum ­ 
mer diarrhea” from the monthly circular 
of the Connecticut Slate Board of Health, 
is quoled in the report as being of interest 
to California at this season: 
1. General conditions in their influence as 
etiological factors, to wit; Tem perature of the 
air, tem perature of the earth to the depth of 
four ftet, rainfall, air movement. 
2. Conditions and locality, such bs elevations 
above sea level, soil, density of population, im ­ 
pedim ents to veutilation, dark and dirtv dw ell­ 
ings. sewer or cesspool em anations, filthy ac­ 
cum ulations 
of dom estic relu.se in privies, 
garbage hears, etc., polluted driuking water. 
3. Conditions relating to the population—as 
social position—food and artificial feeding of 
infarns—m aternal neglect and carelessness in 
infant m anagem ent 
The report gives as the 
result of 
this exhaustive study conclusions 
w hich the author modestly calls provisional 
hypothesis. W hile he accords to a high tem ­ 
perature a very potent influence, be says "It is 
exerted indirectly" and is not a direct cause of 
diarrhea. 
The following rem arkable statem ent 
appears in the report: “ The sum m er rise of 
diarrheal m ortality does not begin until the 
m ean tem perature recorded at four feet below 
the earth’s surface attain s about 56°Fahrenheit, 
no m atter w hat m ay have been the previous 
tem perature of the atm osphere of th at recorded 
by the one-foot earth therm om eter.” 
And that 
the m axim um diarrheal m ortality of the year 
is in the week in which the tem perature re­ 
corded by the four-foot earth therm om eter 
attains its m ean weekly m axim um 
And, fur­ 
ther. that the decline of the diarrheel m ortality 
coincides with the decline of tem perature re­ 
corded by the four-foot earth therm om eter 
w it6.out regard to the atm ospheric tem perature. 
The effect of rainfall seems to depend upon 
its reducing the earth tem perature. 
Air m ovem ent—In diarrheal season, calm 
prom otes it and high w inds lessen it. 
Soil—D iarrheal m ortality is favored by soils 
perm eable to water and air. Rock and im per­ 
m eable soils lessen it. The presence of organic 
m atter in the soil favors a high diarrheal m or­ 
tality. 
Density of population and everything w hich 
contributes to foul the air or interfere w ith its 
tree circulation, enhances the diarrheal death- 
rate. 
Domestic darkness and general dirtiness of 
dwellings conduce to d ian h eal m ortality; if w ith 
these the habitations ate crowded and the ven­ 
tilation bad, then tne m ortality is highest. 
Sewer or cesspool em anations in a concentrated 
form and suddenly let loose, the author says, 
are of them selves capable of occasioning a diar­ 
rheal epidemic. 
Food exposed in cellars and closets to em ana­ 
tions from dum estlc filth produce diarrhea, 
especially if stored in dark places and not ex­ 
posed to currents of air. The essential cause of 
diarrhea resides original v in the superficial 
layers of the earth, where it is intim ately asso­ 
ciated with the life processes of some m icro­ 
organism not yet detected. The vital m ani­ 
festations of such organism are dependent upon 
conditions of seasons, and on the presence of 
dead organic m atter, which is its pabulum . In 
certain conditions, particularly of tem nerature,

The following Supreme Court opinions 
were filed in the office of Clerk J. D. 
Spencer yesterday : 
La?t Chance W ater Ditch Company (re­ 
spondent) vs. Angnst Heilbron et al. 
This 
is an action for injunction to restrain the 
defendants from turning away from Cole 
Slough or from Kings river, in Tulare 
county, tbe waters which in their natural 
flow would run down to 
the plaintiff’s 
ditch, and for damages. The case was 
tried before the Court without the inter­ 
vention of a jury, findings filed and judg­ 
m ent rendered in favor of plaintiff, enj iu- 
ing and restraining the defendants from 
damming up the southerly branch or cfian- 
nel of Cole Slough, or from diverting or 
turning away from said branch any of the 
waters which in their natural fl ¡w would 
run down to oi onto said southerly channel 
or branch, and from in any m anner ob­ 
structing or interfering wiih the free flow 
of the water into or down the said branch 
of Cole Slough, or through the Dutch JohD 
cut. 
A motion (or a new triai was made 
and denied and defendants appeal. 
The opiniou is a lengthy one, aad con­ 
cludes as follows: 
"Holding, as we do, 
that (he evidence fails to show that the de­ 
fendants have obstructed or diverted or in­ 
tended to obstruct, divert or turn aside the 
waters which in their natural flow would 
flow down through Cole Slough into King’s 
river at or above the head of plaintifl's 
ditch, or have done or intend to do any­ 
thing more than prevent such natural flow 
being diverted by the act of plaintiff, and 
that plaintiff' has been and is estopped 
from changing, or claiming the right to 
change, the natural flow thereof, ii follows 
that the judgment and order appealed from 
must be reversed.” 
Ellen Red (respondent) vs. J. P. Murry 
and wife. This is a suit to quiet title to a 
parcel of land situated in the town of Tu­ 
lare. The judgment of the lower Court is 
affirmed. Judge Fox dissenting. 
Jacob Rosenberg and Julius Rosenberg 
(plaintiffs and respondents) vs. Mrs. Martha 
Ford. This is a Plum as county case, and 
the action is for the foreclosure of a m ort­ 
gage. The judgm ent is reversed as to the 
am ount included in the original mortgage, 
and affirmed as to the balance, and the 
Court below is instructed to modify the 
judgm ent accordingly, the respondents to 
pay the costs of this appeal. Judge Pater­ 
son dissents. 
McGrath (respondent) vs. Wallace et als. 
This is a Sacramento case and an action to 
qniet title, accompanied with a prayer for 
possession, the complaint alleging that de­ 
fendants are in possession, claiming an in­ 
terest in the property, but without right. 
Judgm ent was foy theplaintiff. from which 
and an order denyiDg him a new triai, the 
defendants appeal. 
The property in ques­ 
tion was owned by Mary A. Wallace, and 
in 1865 it became delinquent for taxes. 
Suit was brought for the recovery thereof, 
resulting in a judgment and order of sale. 
Eli Mayo became the purchaser. 
The 
Court found that these proceedings were 
insufficient to divest the title of Mary A. 
Wallace. 
Mayo wss put into possession in 
August, 1S65, and from that time till 1878 
had possession and claimed to own it as 
against the whole world. 
In 1878 he con­ 
veyed the property to plaintiff, McGrath, 
who held it as her own until January, 1883, 
when tbe defendants ousted her. The Su­ 
preme Court says the finding is not sup­ 
ported by the evidence, and as the plaintiff 
had no paper title, but relied upon the 
statute of limitations for title upon which 
to recover, the judgm ent and order ap­ 
pealed from must be reversed. 
Colusa county (respondent) vs. D. A. 
Hudson. 
This is a proceeding to condemn 
a right-of-way lor a public road. 
Upon a 
verdict by the jury and additional finding 
by the Court, a decree was entered condemn­ 
ing the land for the right-of way and 
awarding the defendant $100 damages. 
De­ 
fendant moved for a Dew trial and it being 
overruled, he appealed. 
Tbe Supreme 
Court thinks tbe Superior Court etred in 
excluding all evidence as to the value of 
the road, holding, in effect, that the land to 
betaken m ust be valued without any ref­ 
erence to the existence of the road, and 
just as if it were so much grazing laud, 
wholly unimproved. The order appealed 
from is reversed.

H ow th e E n g lish C an P ro v e T h e ir L ove 
o f th e U n ite d S ta te s. 
Bermuda, lying in the A tlantic Ocean 
only 600 miles from Cape Ilatteras and 
two days’ swift steaming from New York, 
is one of the most strongly fortified stations 
in the British Empire. 
Besides forts and 
batteries, it possesses a huge dry dock and 
all the costly paraphernalia to fit it for a 
rendezvous for fleets. 
It is the boast of 
B ritish officers that those things, aided by 
the natural difficulties of access, make 
Bermuda impregnable. 
W hy, asks the 
Boston Journal, has England expended all 
this money on a little, insignificant group 
of islets out in the ocean, hundreds of 
miles removed from any other English 
possessions of any consequence? W hy does 
she m aintain an English garrison there 
and make it a place of resort for her battle­ 
ships? 
The commercial value of the 
islands to G reat Britain is inconsiderable; 
almost all of their trade is with the United 
States. 
Títere can only be one answer to 
this question. 
England maintains her 
hold on Bermuda merely as a point oi 
naval and m ilitary vantage from whicli in 
an emergency she could menace New 
York, the Delaware, Chesapeake 
Bay, 
Charleston and Savannah—the entire east­ 
ern stretch of our American coast. 
This 
very month a submarine cable is being 
laid to connect Bermuda with H alifax, 
under a heavy subsidy from the British 
Government. 
W hile our own authorities are indiffer­ 
ent or im plicitly relying on our “common 
origin” and the after-dinner talk about 
“Anglo Saxon 
fraternity” to 
preserve 
friendly relations, England is conducting 
affairs in Bermuda as if any day might 
bring a declaration of war. 
No other in­ 
terpretation can be put upon the arma­ 
ment and naval arsenal which England 
has for many years maintained upon these 
islands than that they are intended to 
“hold a pistol to the head” of the United 
States. 
If England values the friendship 
and good will of Germany sufficiently to 
surrender Heligoland, one of her own out­ 
posts, ought she not in consistency sur­ 
render Bermuda to us? 
Such a propo­ 
sition, if properly put to Lord Salisbury, 
might afford an admirable chance to test 
the sincerity of English professions of con­ 
sideration for America.

THE PRECIOUS PEARL. 


It is Unexpectedly Found in Am erican 
W aters. 
[From the Cincinnati T ices Star.] 
There is a current expression about 
pearls and swine which would seem to 
have a wider application in a certain sense 
than most people have suspected. 
The 
sense referred to is thÍ6: W hile pearls are 
to be found in the streams and rivers all 
over our country, few appreciate the fact. 
People, with the exception of those who 
are well-informed on the subject, have a 
vague idea that all pearls come from the 
remote East, and do not suspect that some 
very fine specimens have been found in 
American waters. 
It has been stated by a gentleman con­ 
nected with the Tiffany firm, of New York, 
th at the State of Ohio furnishes the hand­ 
somest specimens of the American pearl. 
The same gentleman says that his firm 
possesses several Wisconsin pearls valued 
at $900. 
The finding of American pearls 
began about thirty years ago, wheu one 
was found in Bound Brook, N. J. 
Tiflauy 
gave $1,000, with a watch and chain, to 
the discoverer of this gem, and finally, 
after passing through many hands, it came 
into the possession of the Empress Eu­ 
genie. 
The discovery of this pearl created a 
great excitement, and the waters in the 
neighborhood where f t was found were 
searched by many would-be pearl-finders. 
Nothing was found as valuable as the first 
one, although one was destroyed by being 
cooked before it was noticed, which would 
have been worth, it is estimated, $2,000. 
Since that time they have been found 
almost everywhere, and just at present 
there is a l excited search being prose­ 
cuted for them in a scheduled pond up in 
M ichigan; already very valuable 
gems 
have been discovered in this locality, one 
of the last places where any one would 
have supposed them to exist. 
Although it is claimed by the above­ 
mentioned representative of the Tiflauy 
firm that the best white pearls found iu 
America come for the Big and L ittle 
Miami rivers of this State, the reporter 
found upon inquiry among the jewelers 
that the Miami pearls were considered 
almost worthless here. 
One of these gentlemen said, when 
asked if he had seen» any: 
‘‘Yes, a man 
man came in here not long ago with a 
handful of them. 
They are too irregular 
in shape and too impure to suit our pur­ 
pose. 
“A friend of mine once spent his vaca­ 
tion up on the Miami gathering them, 
with the expectation of earning quite a 
sum iu that way. 
H e brought them to us 
and we told him we could not give him 
$1 50 for the whole lot.” 
“ W here can the American pearls he 
found?” 
“ Well, M ichigan is the place just now 
that is attracting the most attention. 
But 
nobody can tell where they will be found 
next. 
Diamonds have been found unex­ 
pectedly in all kinds of out-of-the-way 
places, and it is just the same in the case 
of the pearl.” 
“W hat gives the pearl its value?” 
“The most valuable pearls are of pure 
white and perfectly round. 
This is the 
only gem which does not need the lapi­ 
dary’s art to reveal its beauty. Sometimes, 
when ti e outer covering is spotted or 
otherwise imperfect, it is peeled off. 
U n­ 
derneath will be found a spotless surface, 
and tbe gem will pass as one sm aller-but 
more valuable than the original. 
“Few people understand about the mak­ 
ing of this precious gem. 
A grain of sand 
or some other small and irritating particle 
gets lodged in an oyster or mussel shell. 
The oyster cannot remove it, bnt can get 
rid of its irritating effects. 
It deposits 
layer after layer of a secretion of lime and 
hides the irritating grain in ‘mother of 
pearl.’ 
In China advantage is taken of 
this fact, to obtain the most delicate pearl 
figures. 
Small pellets of clay are molded 
into various shapes or metal images are 
made; these are inserted between the shells 
of river mussels in the month of May and 
left there until November. 
The mussel 
by that time has deposited several layers 
of ‘nacre,’ or ‘mother of pearl,’ and a pearl 
image has been obtained, which cou’d not 
have been cut out of a completely-formed 
pearl. 
.. 
“It thus happens that when the ex­ 
terior covering is imperfect it can be peeled 
off 
A pearl is like an onion in that res­ 
pect and consists of 
many concentric 
spherical layers. 
But no m atter how far 
you may peel you rarely find the grain 
•which caused the construction of the beau­ 
tiful gem. 
“The perfectly rounded pearl, I have 
said, is the most valuable, other things 
being equal. N ext in order of value comes 
the pear-shaped, and last the cgg-shai>ed. 
Some have the form of buttons, but these 
have to be cut into shape, aud when they 
are cut they do not possess the luster, 
whjch is a quality that renders the pearl 
valuable. 
“ W hile the pure white is the most val­ 
ued, the colored pearl commands a high 
price. 
In India and China the yellow 
ranks first in value. 
The M ichigan pearls 
are pink, and those th at come from the 
Gulf of California black. 
“ Have you ever seen any large ones ?” 
“Oh, ves, in New York I have seen one 
a half-inch in diameter. 
The size has a 
great deal to do with the value set upon 
them. 
If you wish to see some just as they 
are taken out of the shell, I have no doubt 
you can find some at H arff A Cramer’s. 
They find a great many upon opening 
their ovster= and clams.” 
A t H arff A Cramer’s, however, they did 
not have any on hand. 
They oftea find 
them, and one of the proprietors said that 
he had quite a collection at home, among 
which were some th at he valued at $25. 
The oysters come from the East River, 
New York. 
It is said that an expert ran tell quickly 
whether a pearl comes from fresh water or 
not. 
Such a pearl lacks the luster al­ 
ways characteristic of the oriental or salt 
water pearl. 
American pearls are used principally for 
pins and brooches and are well known iu 
Europe. 
Xhov are prized for their oddity 
and prismatic colors. 
A great many were 
exhibited at the Paris Exposition, and all 
were sold. 
The pearl ranks among the most beauti­ 
ful gems, not for brilliance, but for luster 
and translucence. 
They have been long 
known to the world, and ancient writers 
refer to them as “angels’ tears” and drops 
of “dew from heaven.” 
Browning has suggested th eir value in 
a few lines: 
There are two moments in a diver's life— 
One, when a beggar he prepares to plunge, 
One. when a prince be rises with his pearl. 


M a n y whose occupations are of a sedent­ 
ary character often have the feeling of be­ 
ing literally worn oat. aud are reminded 
very forcibly of declining years, when if 
they knew wbat ailed them they would 
find all their troubles arose from tbe inac­ 
tion of their kidneys or liver.

WHAT 18 BEAUTY* 


Causes o f Differences of Opinion Respect­ 
ing Beauty.

There are few subjects that give rise to 
more differences of opinion than the beauty 
of individuals. 
The artists have standards 
of beauty th at serve well enough for the 
ideal face on canvas, or for the marble 
statue, but these standards have but little 
application to the human countenance as 
found in living men and women. 
Some of 
the disagreements respecting professional 
beauty arise from the fact that some people 
regard the artistic standards, while others 
care little for regularity of features, but 
see beauty only in the mobile face and 
expressive eyes. 
A woman may gain rep­ 
utation as a beauty because of her regular 
features and fine complexion, yet disap­ 
point thousands who go to see her, because 
her beauty is of the marble statue and 
lacks expression. 
On the other hand, a 
woman quite homely when her features 
are in rejiose, may, by her vivacity and 
charming expression wheu in animated con­ 
versation, earn the tributes paid to her 
beauty. Ham let says that “there is nothing 
either good or bad but thinking makes it 
so," and this is particularly true of beauty. 
The face of a stranger that appears com­ 


monplace, or even homely, may be trans­ 
formed by the power of love into an object 
of beauty. 
It is thinking makes it so. 
W hen the stranger becomes the friend 
or lover, one looks below the surface. The 
irregular features, disfigured skin or other 
physical faults having become familiar to 
sight, pass unnoticed, but the changing 
expression, the kindly smile, the loving 
glance of the eye, revealing, as it seems, 
something of the soul—these are seen, and 
give the impression of beauty, especially 
to one who loves in return. 
Astonishing 
differences of opinion respecting beauty are 
due to this condition, for opinions are 
based not merely on the form, color, etc., 
of the person who is the subject of dispute, 
but upon the feelings entertained for him 
or her. 
The stranger cannot see the ex­ 
pressions that attract the lover to his 
mistress. 
Love, instead of being blind, 
seees 
th at 
which 
to 
other 
eyes 
is 
non-existent. 
There 
is 
a 
receipt 
for 
becoming beautiful that can transform ir­ 
regular features as well as improve the 
complexion, and that is—be good. 
So 
much depends upon expiession that it 
is more to be regarded than any fleet­ 
ing advantage of form or color. 
It is 
a 
fact, 
too, 
that 
expression 
depends 
largely 
upon 
disposition. 
A 
recent 
writer 
on 
physiognomy 
lays 
particu­ 
lar 
stress 
upon 
the 
importance 
of 
regarding both the form of the face in re­ 
pose and its expression. 
Many Of the 
earlier writers on this subject attempted 
to judge the character by the form ol the 
face, aud of course failed, because the 
shape, the proportions of features and 
similar characteristics depend mainly upon 
bony formations having little relation with 
the elements that make up character. 
The mobile parts and the eyes are ele­ 
ments controlled in large measure by the 
feelings or emotions. 
They give expres­ 
sion by which character may be more or 
less accurately judged, and hence are of 
more importance thau the forms and pro­ 
portions which the 
old physiognomists 
chiefly considered. 
Good and kindly men 
and women usually have their amiable dis­ 
position reflected in their countenances. 
As they grow iu years the lines become 
fixed. 
T heir habitual expression is one 
pleasant to look upon. 
W hatever physi­ 
cal faults their faces may present are coun­ 
terbalanced by expression. 
One cannot 
think of the good as personified in any­ 
thing but the beautiful, or of the bad as 
personified by anything but that which is 
ugly. 
But in living men and women this 
beauty or ugliness is to be sought not so 
much in form of feature as in expression. 
If it be true, as some actors have testified, 
that acquired expressions have a reflex ac­ 
tion—that when actors look gay they feel 
happy; that when they change the expres­ 
sion to one of anger their emotion also 
changes—then kindly people unconscious­ 
ly promote their own happiness bv the 
good deeds that find expression in their 
faces. 
They promote, too, their own 
beauty in the best sense, for there is noth­ 
ing more beautiful to one who is privi­ 
leged to see it than the light in a loved 
one's eye revealing a pure and affection­ 
ate and kindly soul. 


Social Distinctions. 
From Dr. Charles W. Shield’s article on 
“The Social Problem of Church Unity,” 
in the Century for September, we quote as 
follows: “As to the right Christian esti­ 
mate of social distinctions, for example, 
noihing will ever be gained by telling only 
half the truth because the other half may 
be unpopular. 
It is simply a degradation 
of Holy 
Scripture, well 
meant, 
but 
thoughtless and mischievous, to dwell upon 
the incidents that our Savior was the son 
of a carpenter, th at some of Ilis apostles 
were fishermen and H is disciples taken 
largely from the common people, and then 
throw His glorious doctrine into the oppo­ 
site scale as a mere makeweight for the 
want of social culture. It is bartering with 
the world upon its own terms, and no m ar­ 
vel if it be accepted as but the homage of 
envy. 
Besides, it is not founded on facts. 
The authors of such writings as the Gos­ 
pels and Epistles could not have been 
wholly illiterate and rude. 
The truth is, 
that many of the distinctions of modern 
society did not exist among the ancient 
Hebrews. 
The prejudice against manual 
labor was little known, and avocations 
which are now simply respectable were 
theu even honorable, associated with rank 
and learning. 
Every well-educated Jewish 
youth was taught some handicraft, and 
would have been disgraced without it. 
If 
St. Paul plied his trade of tent-making at 
Corinth, did he not show the culture of a 
scholar among the philosophers of Athens, 
the breeding of a gentleman at the court 
of Festus, and the patrician spirit of a 
Roman citizen before the magistrates of 
Philippi? 
“Even that divine Son of a carpenter 
himself, as his human genealogy shows, 
came of a lineage older that the Pharaohs, 
or the Caesars, and purer than Castilian or 
Norman blood. 
A t least a few high-born 
women and honorable personages were 
among his followers, ana stood by him 
when the crowd deserted him. 
Though he 
was meek and lowly in heart, his life was 
ever gentle and noble. 
A man of sorrows, 
yet at a wedding-feast he converted water 
into another beverage with exhilarating 
properties. A Saviour of harlots and lepers, 
yet in his perfect wisdom he became an 
honored guest at the banquets of the rich 
and worldly, while the Pharisees sneered 
at him as a gluttonous man and a wine- 
bibber. 
In the sorrowful moment of part­ 
ing from his disciples, with infinite graci­ 
ousness he took that cup which is the 
pledge of friendship the world over, aud 
taught them how to drink it to his mem­ 
ory. 
All through his insulted anguish, 
from the garden to the cross, he bore him ­ 
self with unspeakable dignity, forbearance 
and 
gentleness. 
A t length Jewish au­ 
sterity. Ore rían culture, aud Roman valor 
alike did him homage. 
And ever since 
among his followers the highest as well as 
the lowest ranks have been represented— 
Kings and Queens, scholars and soldiers, 
artists, poets, philosophers; not many wise, 
not many noble, but at least enough to 
show that C hristianity is of no class or 
condition, aud may as little become a boast 
of ignorance and vulgarity as a haughty 
claim of nmk and culture.”

Caminetti was escorted to a platform in the 
A rt Gallery by President Green, accom­ 
panied by all the Directors, and introduced 
to the vast audience that had assembled to 
lLten to the address. 
H espokeas follows: 


M R 
C A M IN E T T IS ADDRESS 
Mr. Prttidenl, Ladien and Gentlemen: It has 
been the habit of this Society at its yearly exhi­ 
bitions to formally declare the same opened, 
and to welcome there'o from all portions ol the 
com m onwealth its thousands of visitors, th e 
tim e allotted will prevent anything more than 
a formal addrers. I congratulate the m anage­ 
m ent < u the m any evidences of the r energy 
and successful adm inistration. 
As we look 
about in the Pavilion and Park, and gaze upon 
the products of field aud farm, the workshop 
and studio, attesting the greatuessof California, 
we cannot but be impressed with the m agni­ 
tude of our varied resources aud the m arvelous 
grow th of her thousand industries. 
This occasion aud the recurring anniversary 
of California’s admission into the Union sug­ 
gest the questions: From whence has a 1 this 
proceeded? 
Who 
inaugurated, 
who 
gave 
thought and power to accomplish these grand 
results? 
And last, but not least, who will 
m aintain thes 
achievem ents, aud. profiting by 
the lessons and experiences o f the past, assist 
in inviting that destiny w hich awaits Califor­ 
nia ? 
The first question has been answered by the 
hom age ana veneration ot our peo; leonly a tew 
days i go, and the s cond will be answered in 
the future by the rising generation. Reference 
to th S C subjects causes a flood of inern iries 
connected w ith pioneer days. The events of 
Sonoma, when the bear flag—the emblem of 
endurance—was given to the breeze, and the 
California repub ic proclaim ed; the raising ol 
the Stars and Stripes at Monterey and the for 
mal occupation of the country iu the nam e of 
Uncle Sam just a few hours bétore the arrival of 
an English man-of-war bent on a like m istión: 
the settlem ent at New H elvetia and the build­ 
ing ot Sutter’s Fort; the historic m ill aud mill- 
race at Column, and the finding of the precious 
m etal by Marshal—these aream o u g th e num ber 
th at anpeal strongly for consideration. 
By ihe generous and uoble action of public- 
spirited citizens we are now assured that no 
longer will it be said th at we have forgotten 
th at Mecca of California pioneers—Sutter's Fort. 
We at last have arisen to a just appreciation of 
its sacred memories. We should never forget 
th a t in its tim e it was oedicated to hospital.tv 
and fraternity 
Let us, in memory of the days 
of Auld I.ang Syne, w hen it shall have, been re­ 
constructed, offer at its shrine our best efforts 
and 
prayers 
for the perpetuation of 
the 
blessings that have resulted from the efforts 
which had their birth w ithin its walls, ¡shall 
we forget its builder? On the banks of the Del­ 
aware, far from the scenes that made him 
famous, General Sutter has been laid away in 
the em brace of death 
A benefactor of his race 
whose hand was always ready to perform deeds 
of kindness, and whose heart's impulse- stayed 
not lor the m ind to freeze w hat charity en­ 
joined. earned by his life and services a resting- 
{ 
ilace in the state he was Instrum ental in estab- 
tshing. No effort should be spared u ntil his 
rem ains rest in the old tort, where the grateful 
breezes of the Sacram ento will sigh tender re­ 
quiem s o’er his grave, aud California guarding 
it, will render rom the present sovereign to the 
departed one the homage of her sons and 
daughters throughout all time. 
Another episode in our history crowds itself 
upon us. 
The discovery of gold brought hither 
a large population, and a dem and for a safer 
and more perm anent governm ent became a 
necessity, 
it was then th at a place was de­ 
m anded in the sisterhood of States. 
A Conven­ 
tion was called, a Constitution fram ed and im ­ 
m ediately adopted by Ihe people. But a short 
tim e elapsed w hen California, accom panied by 
her bear, wended her way to the C ipitol at 
W ashington and knocked ai the doors ot Con­ 
gress, asking lor sovereign powers. When asked 
vrhat were Fcr claim s, she stepped up to the 
Goddess of Liberty a d said: ‘T a m her sister; 
I bring you love; this (pointing to Ihe bear) is 
m y defender. Back yonder you will find the 
strength and resources that will bind your re­ 
public so strong iu ev- ry elem ent th at it will 
astonish the world, d e’y enem ies from without 
and quell those from w ithin.” 
It is said, how true it m ay be I know not, that 
w hen she had finished there were those who 
saw the Goddess ot Liberty nod her assent, and 
beckon the bear to her side. From this episode 
our great shield took shape 
The voice of party strife was quelled in the 
adm iration of the new comer. She became a 
welcome guest of the republic, and on the 9th 
of September, 1850, tied the knot that bound the 
Golden Ga e with Plym outh Kock w ith cords 
of love aud links of gold. 
California can point w ith pride to her first 
Convention and with honor to its labors. 
In it 
sat some of the ablest m inds in the land. In ­ 
credible as it m ght appear to some, yet vou 
who were here then can bear testim ony that 
Caliiornia, eu the very first day of her State­ 
hood, was a- we'l equipped for the performance 
o f the various functions of governm ent as she 
has been at »ny tim e since. This is accounted 
for by the d a : s of people who constituted the 
bulk of the population 
It was no uncommon 
thing to see men who had held high positions— 
doctors, lawyers, minister», graduales of the 
best collegiate institutions—hailing from every 
quarter of the globe, engaged as honest miners. 
The m iners oi '49 furnished the Union arm y 
w ith some of Its ablest Generals; both houses of 
Congress w ith m en fitted to be ranked with the 
leaders of ihe day. 
In the m ercantile com­ 
m unity and the enterprising men of America, 
California figures prom inently. The fact is, 
th at the men of that day. pioneer* in the proper 
sense ot tee term, were constituted w ith the at­ 
tributes of true citizenship, which sent ibe light 
Of progress where darkness formerly prevailed, 
and the din of industry w here the sweet monot­ 
ony ol existence had never been disturbed. 
In rem em bering the pioneer father, we should 
not forget the lady pioneers. They, too, belong 
to that noble race who have kept step with the 
m arch of civiliza ion to these snores, sharing 
the danger- and trials of the period 
T h- great 
work done by our fathers and mother* impose 
upon us grave responsibilities. There are many 
things for us to do in order to perform o ar whole 
duty: som elhiug more th an merely saying th at 
we are sons of th at noble band. Thought, in 
dustry. honorable deeds and lives that can l>e 
squared by the Golden Rale are required to 
grasp the ideal of our responsibilities and re­

There should not be a son of California w ith­ 
out so ue object in life, some m ark which by 
toil and energy he m ast at all hazards reach. 
Those who are disposed to lag will find, when 
too late, that there is no place for them in the 
Confidence of those about them . But some say: 
"W hat is there tor us to do?” As a pioneer’s 
son. I regret to hear such an expression coming 
from their lips. 
Pioneers never asked that 
question. They went io-tb, an<l the first thing 
th at cam e along they did, and did it well T hat 
opened the wav tor more and belter things 
'I 
you are in ea'u est to do the best you can, the 
first opportunity that presents itself, grasp it; 
no m atter what it is, so th at it be honorable. 
P ut your whole soul into it 
Victory is sure to 
follow. 
You will find as from one success you 
go to another that the horizon w ithin which to 
do and act constantly expand*. 
Things you never saw before open to your 
vision 
You will succeed ii you will m ake the 
effort 
Remember this; “ That in the lexicon 
of youth, which fate reserves for a hrk ht m an­ 
hood. th> re is no such word as fail.” 
If you 
should find it, don't m ention the fact 
It would 
he a ’ had prospect.’’ Y'our fathers never found 
p . No persevering m an has yet panned it out 
in the ' diggings” of energy and true manhood. 
W ith the opportunities you possess, blessed with 
a variety of clim ate, enabling us to pursue 
every avocation, and nountifully supp led w ith 
m ineral aud agricultural wealth, com m anding 
com m ercial power, enjoying a system of gov­ 
ernm ent, the best that m an ’s patriotism could 
devise, nrged to inteltecm al and m oral ad ­ 
vancem ent by churches and school houses In 
every city and ham let in the land, and aided 
by the charm ing influence of charily and be- 


memories of the former and appreciate the com 
pantonship and counsel of the latter, to m ake 
every effor, to strain eyjry nerve and exercise 
every capacity of m ind to m erit, when we, too, 
shall lay down the cares of life, the verdict of a 
proud people in the words. “Well done, thou

A few of the ladies were well mounted, but 
the majority of ihe horses were strangers 
to the racetrack, and were very nervous 
and excitable in the presence of so many 
people. The music in the grand stand and 
the applause so freely bestowed upon each 
lady did not help matters in this particular. 
The ladies first rode by the judges’ stand 
side-by-side, then singly, and finally in 
couples. Then each was provided with a 
light pinewood “ lance,” such as was used 
last year, aud they took turn-about at tilt­ 
ing for rings suspended a few feet over the 
track from frames erected in front of the 
judges' staDd. 
Most of the riders found much difficulty 
in getting their timid horses close enough 
to the rail, and the tilting, as a whole, was ( 
not a success. Two or three ladies man - ! 
aged to take both rings, a few others cap- I 
tured one each, and several failed to score 
at all. The more successful at this test of 
skill were Misses Dixon and Kemler. Dur­ 
ing Ibis contest the ladies improved the 
opportunities offered to exhibit their skill 
in fast riding, and each was roundly ap­ 
plauded. 
Then the hurd'.e was brought out. It 
consisted of a ponderous pole some thirty 
feet long, three inches in diameter, and so 
heavy that there was im m inent danger of 
any horse being thrown upon its head if it 
failed to clear the bar. One horse had a 
very narrow escape from an accident of 
this kind. 
Indeed, the bardie-leaping 
should be abolished from these contests. 
The horses ridden by ladies about the city 
are not trained to leaping, and it is rarely 
that any of them are ever called upon to 
face a huidle except when brought face to 
face with it on the race-track on such occa­ 
sions as yesterday. Some would balk sud­ 
denly in front of the pole, and very few 
understood how t o 'im e their gait so as to 
reach the hurdle prepared to jum p. 
It was also evident from yesterday's ex­ 
hibition that—while all the ladies were 
good riders—very few had ever had expe­ 
rience in hurdle leaping. One lady came 
near being thrown while her horse was 
making a frantic leap over the bar, and the 
little girl, Miss 
Kemp, bad a narrow 
escape from a severe fall. 
Her horse made 
a plunge over the hurdle, and she was 
throwu from her seat in the saddle. 
With 
great presence of mind, however, Bhe clang 
to the side of the saddle and at the same 
time reined in her horse. Being an intel­ 
ligent and gentle animal, he stepped at 
once, as if he knew the danger his child- 
rider was in, and stood there while the lit­ 
tle girl climbed up his side aDd regained 
her seat in the saddle. 
This hurdle-leaping by inexperienced 
riders and untrained horses should not be 
allowed, and the judges should not require 
it. It is no test ot graceful, nor even of 
good riding. 
It smacks too much of the
